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CHICAGO HERO 
BRINGS RESCUERS 


Wreck Near Grand 
arais, Mich. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Nov. 14. 
special. Keeper John Anderson of 
the Chicago life saving station is the 
hero of marine men on the great lakes 
tonight. The story of his heroism in 
taking charge of the rescue work of 
the wrecked steamer H. E. Runnells, 
which was pounded to pieces on the 
shores of Lake Superior, near Grand 
Marais, is one that will probably go 
down in the history of life saving work 
on Lake Superior. 

When the steamer Runnells was 
dashed ashore this morning in a moun- 
tainous sea, with snow blowing pene- 
tratingly, it found the Grand Marais 
life c-ving crew without a leader, due 
to the illness of Keeper Benjamin 
Truesdale 


The Chicago life saving station keep- 
er, John Anderson, was at Grand 
Marais aboard the United States sub- 
chaser 438, which is on its way to 
Grand Marais, Mich., for the winter. 
Immediately he took charge of the res- 
cue work, 

The Runnells’ crew of seventeen men 
were helpless with the sea rolling over 
the vessel, and everything coated with 
great layers of ice. The ship struck 
the reefs at about 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing and began to break up almost im- 
mediately. 

Anderson put the crew of the 488 on 
duty with the coast guard men, rigged 
up the beach apparatus, and with one 
shot sent a une over-the wrecked ves- 
sel. A breeches buoy was sent to the 
ship, but it froze solid to the cable 
and could not be used. The waves 
smashed over the piers and the work- 
men, freezing their clothing stiff, but 
a thirty foot surf boat was rigged out 
and with Anderson in charge and han- 
dling the steering oar made four round 
trips, taking off all of the crew. 


Swept Overboard. 


Anderson wae the only man who 
was not lashed in the surf boat and 
he was swept overboard three times, 
but each time managed to craw! back. | 
He continued his work of rescue. 
Many of the members of the crew 
of the Runnells were nearly dead with 
exposure and exhaustion when the last 
man was rescued at 12:40 this at ter- 
noon, after the ship practically had 
gone to pieces. Their hands were 
badly frozen and cut on the ice. The 
sub chaser 438 is in charge of Capt. 
R. G. O'Connor of the coast guard 
service. His vessel was just able to 
reach Grand Marais yesterday before 
the terrific storm of wind and snow 
and will stay there until it is safe to 
continue its journey. 

Sight Wreck of Owen? 
Wreckage tossed about for ten miles, 
an overturned lifeboat, the body of a 
man wearing a life preserver, and parts 
of a pilot house were sighted by off. 
cers of the Steamer Wilpen, which 
passed the locks here this morning. 
They believed the wreckage was that 
of the John Owen, a ship with a crew 
of twenty men, laden with coal for 
Fort William. 

The Owen was last sighted by officers 
of the Steamer Clemson on Wednesday, 
when it was having a hard time ina 
heavy sea. The ship is overdue. The 
bits of wreckage were seen floating for 
a space of ten miles out from the 
Manitou Light, which is off Keweenaw: 
point. 

Because of the storm the Wilpen 
made no effort to lower a boat or 
otherwise to approach the lifeboat or 
any other parts of the wreckage, and 
so its officers were not sure as to what 
ship it had belonged. 

The Owen, 281 feet long, and with a 
41 foot beam, a vessel of 2,127 tons, 
passed the locks here early in the 


week.

Premier’s Wife Aids

PLYMOUTH, Nov. 14.—Tomorrow 
will be one of the biggest Ways in the 
history of the Sutton district of Plym- 
outh. It may mark an epoch in the 
history of Great Britain, for on the 
vote of the people depends whether 
Lady Astor shall have a seat in the 
house of commons and thereby be the 
first woman to enter its portals as a 
member. The result of the election of- 
ficially will not be known until Nov. 
28. 
The climax of one of the most un- 
usual political battles ever fought in 
Plymouth—or all England for that 
matter—was reached today when Mrs. 
Lioyd George, wife of the British pre- 
mier, and the Hon. Mrs. Alfred Lyttle- 
ton appeared before the woman voters 
in support of Lady Astor. 


Labor Imports Woman Speaker. 
The Labor party, too, added to the 


that Lady Astor appeared and she had 
to Contend-against the arguments of 
another American worn.«1—Mrs. Glen- 
dower Evans, a Suffragist-Laborite of 
Boston—imported to convince the 
voters that they should cast their bal- 
lots for the labor candidate and not 
for Lady Astor. 

Mrs. Evans did not hesitate to go 
after her American sister. She ad- 
dressed three crowds, preaching soli- 
darity of labor throughout the world 
and urging the election of labor gév- 
ernments in every nation. She attacked 
Lady Astor as representing class and 
privilege and decried the Astor char- 
ities, saying “It is not alms that labor 
wants, but rights.” | 
Lady Astor heard of Mrs. Evans, 
and she paid her usual caustic tribute. 
“Why, they even had to dig up an 
American woman to fight me; they 
are not strong enough themselves,” she 
told a gathering. 


In Medieval Courtyard. 

Lady Astor's first meeting was in 
a medieval courtyard, with the wom- 
en and children cewpwded back to the 
porches and windows as they did in 
Shakespeare's time to see the latest 
tragedies. These Devonshire descend- 
ants witnessed a show which had the 
elements of comedy, farce, andgbur- 
lesque well mixed, for Lady Astor was 
feeling cheerful, although inside the 
enemy lines.

PAN-GERMAN MOB 


‘HOCH DER KAISER’ 


| Prevents Rindes

BERLIN, Nov. 14.--[By the Associ- 
ated Press. Pan- German students to 
day refused to permit Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg to enter the reichstag 
building to testify before the subcom- 
mittee which is investigating war re- 


shal’s chauffeur to return with the 
former commander chief to his home. 

The demonstration occurred. this 
morning. As the field marahal's auto- 
mobile was being driven toward the 
reichstag the students surrounded it 
and declared their unwillingness to al- 
low him to be questioned by the sub- 
committee 


Plea to Pass Unavalling. 

Von Hindenburg begged the stu- 
dents, who clung to the running board 
of the machine, to allow the automo- 
bile to pass. The students, however, 
replied by ordering the street closed, 
declaring they were unwilling to allow 
the subcommittee to interrogate him. 
Again Hindenburg protested, but he 
was unable to quell the demonstra- 
tion. 

It was a nationalist demonstration 
for both Von Hindenburg and Gen. Lu- 
dendorff, and for a time it assumed 
serious proportions. The crowd which 
gathered consisted mostly of students 
of both sexes, who carried with them 
an old German flag. 


“Deutschland Ueber Alles.“ 
When Hindenburg’s automobile was 
waylaid the crowd cheered both Von 
and Ludendor tt. and shout- 

ed, “Down with the Jewish govern- 
ment! | 
After Von Hindenburg’s protests that 
he be allowed to proceed were denied 
the automobile nevertheless slowly be-

Cheers for the Kaiser. 
There also were shouts of “ Brothers, 
we will not allow such a disgrace,”

Along the route was a statue of the 
former emperor, the name on which 
was hidden under a canvas. The stu- 
dents tore off the canvas with cries

As the reichstag building was 
reached a student again sprang on 
the running board of Von Hindenbure's 
machine and delivered an impassioned 
speech, dealing with Von Hinden- 
bure’s services to the fatherland and 
demanding of the mob that it should 
do its utmost to prevent Von Hinden- 
burg appearing before the “stupid 
youths” of the sub-committee. 


Hindenburg Forced to Quit. 
Finally Von Hindenburg, seeing the 
futility of endeavoring to calm the 
mob, permitted the chauffeur to drive 
homeward. First, however, he thanked 
the crowd for the respect to him im- 
plied by the demonstration. 

In official quarters today it was an- 
nounced that the students had vio 
lated the conditions imposed by mar- 
tial law and that troops would be 
ordered to suppress any similar dem- 
onstrations.

This is partly offset by additional work 
required by the measured service, so 
that the net saving is between 400 
and 600 operators. 

This does not mean that 500 girls 
are to be thrown out without employ- 
ment. No one will be discharged. ‘Vice | 
President Hill asserted yesterday that 
the company is now short 800 opera- 
tors and would be glad to employ more 
women if they can be obtained. 


Aim Is to Better Service. 


Therefore, the position of the com- | 


pany is that with measured service 
400 or 500 girls fewer can handle the 
traffic than would be required to give 
high class service with the flat rates 


and semi-flat rates in operation. If 


[this view is correct, then the phone 
service in Chicago should be materially 
improved if the company can obtain 
an adequate number of “hello girls” 
to “man” boards properly.

WARTS, TOADS, VOODOO, 
SCIENCE. 
AVE you caught em yet? What? 
Warts. Yes, the ordinary garden 
variety; old fashioned warts such 
as children said we caught from 


frogs. 

Note how the same vein of truth ran 
through the conjurers’ conception cf 
Warts. You caught ‘em from frogs. To 
cure them you gave your warts to some 
one else. Bleed a wart, put some blood 
on @ piece of paper. Whoever stepped 
on the paper caught the warts and you 
got well, and 80 on. 

Well, now the ultra scientists are catch- 
ing up with the voodoo doctors. Skin 
specialists have noticed that when a large 
Wart appeared a ring of smaller ones was 


larger one. 

The cluster of small ones they termed 
“daughter warts.” A British specialist 
used his thumb nail to remove a wart 
from a patient. A cluster of warts soon 
after developed at the edge of that nail. 
Other scientists in this country and 
abroad have planted warts in the skin 
and caused warts to grow, and have 
drawn blood from warts and used it to 
inoculate, causing warts. 


— 
At the University of Michigan Kingery 
and Wile succeeded in inoculating the 
skin of human beings, causing warts to 
grow. They cut warts from persons, 
dividing each wart into two parts. One- 
half of the wart was put in glycerin and 
kept. The other half was ground up in 
salt solution and filtered through a fine 
filter. The filtrate was injected into the 
skin, usually on the hand, of some per- 
son who had no warta, Eight weeks later 
a wart was present at the point of injec- 
tion. The piece of wart preserved in 
gycerin then was put in salt solution and 
ground up in the same way and injected 
into the skin. It did not produce any 
| warts, 
This is as far as the experimenters 


in the discussion it appeared that the 
| doctors felt certain they were on a good 
lead. One of them, Prof. Wile, said if 
what might be called the juice of a wart 
could be inoculated, causing warts, it 
may be that the juice of certain cancers 
could cause cancer when similarly in- 
jected.

INSURANCE DECISION MODIFIED. 

Following a decision of conditions gov- 
erning reinstatement of lapsed insurance 
policies, recently announced by the war 
risk insurance bureau, a new modifica- 
tion provides that no statement as to 
physical condition of the insured will be 
required within three months after dis- 
charge from the service, but after three 
months a statement declaring the policy 
holder to be in as good health as at 
time of discharge will have to accom- 
pany the request for reinstatement, to- 
gether with the two months’ premiums. 
Policies may be reinstated within eight- 
een months after discharge upon pay- 
ment of two months’ premiums and all 
lapsed policies may be reinstated until 
next Dec. 31, regardless of the length 
of time since a premium has been paid.

The of- 
ficial returns gave D’Andreas 82 more 
votes. 

“We employed private investiga- 


tors,” Mr. Singleton said, “and found 


that 68 of the 220 persons who had 
been certified by the judges and clerks 
had not voted at the election.”

Many De Outside Work.

“bonus” boost which made the en 
trance salary $1,000 and the maximum 
$1,500 for that fiscal year. Recently 
another raise, or “ bonus,” appiying to 
the present fiscal year, ending next 
July, went in. It makes the entrance 
pay $1,200 and the maximum 81.780. 


The salary for about 90 per cert of the 


Chicago force is gaid to be $1,¢ . This 
runs to next July. If in the meantime 
there. is no reclassification, er if the 
appropriation bills make no provision 
for continuing the raise, the employés’ 
pay drops back to the 1907 schedule. 

During the high cost period man ot 
the clerks and carriers have teen 
forced to get work on the outside and 
to hold down two jobs. It has been 
nothing unusual for a man to put in 
ten hours for the government and then 
rush off to work six or even eight hours 
elsewhere. Some of them are mom with 
families. In many instances wives have 
had to go out to work in order to keep 
the home fires burning.
